A. Activities of the Subcommittee During Fiscel Year 1965 


1. Review of the Intelligence Product in the Subcomnittee's 
Field of Competence 
Through its long-established channels of communication, 
both formal and informal, Subcommittee members maintain a 


continuing critical review of intelligence needs and 
intelligence research on Sino-Soviet Bloc trade. 


De Research end Collection Deficiencies 


The Subcommittees took no action. 


3- Priority Netional Economic Intelligence Objectives 


The FNEIO’s serve as no more than an adjunct to the 
complex and comprehensive system through which priority 
intelligence objectives in the field cf Bloc trade are 
identified and pursued. 


4h, Review of Substantive Papers 


The comprehensive annual study of China’s trade and 
transport, produced under EIC segis and reviewed jointly by 
the Subcommittees on trade and transportation, was not 
published this past spring but, at EIC request, has been 
postponed until Autum 1965. in order that it be based on 
more complete trade date for 1964. 


5- Review of Proposals for External, Research 
The Subcommittee took no action. 
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6. Maintenance of Agreed Basie Statietics 


The CIA/ORR program to code and store basic Seviet 
trade data in an IBM system has been continued. 


7- Exolects Uniertaken at the Request of the EXC op Proposed to 
the ETC 


At the request of the EIC, CIA has drafted a preliminary 
stuiy of recent trends in China’s foreign trade, to be 
published as a CIA Economic Intelligence Memorandum rts 
this Fiscal Year. A comprehensive survey of China's 1; 
trade and transport is to be prepered unfer EIC auspices 
amd reviewed jointly by the trade and transport subcomnitieces 
in Autum 1965. 


In addition the second paper in # series entitled 
Recent Trends in Soviet Foreign Trade, which was requested 
by the EI, hes been drefted by CLA in consultation with 
the State end Commerce members of the Subcommittee. This 
paper will be published as an ORR Economic Intelligence 
Memorandum in early FY 1966. 


8. Imtelligence Research Techniquas 
The Subcommittee teok no action. 
9- Special Coordination Functions of the Subcommittee 


Subcommittee members continued to advise the USIB 
Committee on Exchanges. 


10.  Eyaluetion of the Role of the Subcommittee 


Because of the open channels of commmication that 
have been esteblished among Subcommittee menbers in past 
years, an effective and haxnonious system exists for 
coordineting intelligence on metters of mutual interest 
concerning international trade of the Sino-Boviet group. 
These chamnele are used ss needed, with resulting benefits 
‘to all the participating agencies. 


B. Future Progrem of the Subcommittes 
"fhe Subcommittee plans to maintein its role in discussing, 


supporting reviewing, andl ccordineting selected intelligence 
research on the foreign trade of Commmist Bloc countries. In 
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trying to assess the particular sorte of activity whieh the 
Subsommittee could most usefully widertake in the firtare » one 
menber has raised the possibility of holding, under Subcommittee 
auspices, irregular, informal discussions of selected substantive 
questions emus soscielists from he partiotpeting Agencies.
